“Pope spoke wisely when he said a 
little learning is a dangerous thing,”’ 
said Prof. Shipley, “but some young 
men nowadays seem to thin 
the les learning they have, the more 
likely they are to make money.

“Tf a young man intends to quit 
school when he is 14 years old and 
occupy a high stool] for the rest of 
his life. he’s right not to take Latin 
and Greek.

A few days ago the Post-Dispatch re- 
ported some cases of poisoning in New 
York City, caused by eating spoiled 

_ olives, which it termed “botulism,” and 

‘for which a supposedly newly discovered 
“antitoxin” in Chicago was rushed by an 
airplane. 

I wish to say in the first place that 
the poisoning from spoiled olives cannot 
be termed “botulism,” for botulism is, a8 
the name implies, a poisoning caused by 
eating spoiled sausages; secondly, it is im- 
possible that a new antitoxin was discov- 
ered for it in the Windy City, for the 
poison of botulism isn’t a living poison 
like that of diphtheria or tetanus, but a 
chemical poison very similar to atropin, 
hence the new remedy from Chicago can 
only be an antidote, but not an antitoxin. 

As regards the “mysterious disease” 
which was reported in your valuable pa- 
per as prevailing in Oklahoma and Texas, 
there can be no doubt that it is “merely 
a well-known mild form of dysentery. In 
the last 10 days there have developed 
similar cages in St. Louis County, several 
of them have been under my personal 
observation.

| In the opinion of Justice Brandels, affirming the 
validity of the war-time prohibition enforcement act, 
in the Kentucky whisky case, is this sentence: 

That the United States lacks police power, and 
‘that this is reserved to the states by the Tenth 
Amendment is true. 

The remark is significant, in view of Rhode Is- 


land’s contention that the eighteenth amendment 
‘and the enforcement act deprive the State, without its 
| consent, of its police power, which is reserved by 
the Constitution. It is contended by some constitu- 
tional authorities that the eighteenth amendment 
is not an amendment in the true sense of the word, 
but a fundamental change of the Constitution, in that 
it deprives states and the people of the several states 
of rights reserved to them by the Constitution, wheth- 
er they consent or not. It is contended that this can- 
not be done. Within the meaning of the Constitu- 
tion, “the people” signify the people of the respective | 
states, not the people, collectively, of the United 
States. It is contended that the people of the respec- 
tive states must give their consent to the exercise of 
their reserved police power by the Federal Govern- 
ment. 

Without touching the validity of the amendment, 
which is questioned, the Supreme Court might decide 
that police power to enforce it under the Volstead 
act could not be exercised in any state, without its 
consent, but that its enforcement rests with the. 
State, as in the case of any ordinary exercise of any 
power reserved to the states under the Constitution.
